Messrs.  Benson  and  Seibert  In  the  nega-  rDC.T  ninem  oity 
tive.  Chaii  man  Ward  after  a  long  study  , 
decided  in  favor  of  referring  to  a  special 
meeting  He  stated,  however,  that  hi* 
opinion  of  the  proposed  structure  was  not , 
in  the  least  affected  by  his  action  and  in 
voting  on  its  acceptance  or  rejection  he 
woujd  vote  against  iL  It  was  hinted  that  i 
this  method  of  delaying  action  would  be 
taken  advantage  of  by  the  company  who 
would  immediately  set  their  agents  to  , 
work  drumming  up  property  owners  in 
favor  of  the  proposed  biidge.

Messrs.  H.  M.  Barrel t.  Thus.  McGowan 
and  Walter  Freeman,  representing  the 
B’oorofiebl  Republican  Club,  were  given 
permission  to  use  Pho-nix  Hose  Company's 
building  for  the  purpose  of  holding  uii 
pin-lion  on  June  lath.

Electric  Lighting  Companies  had  ottered 
to  light  the  town  with  incaudeaceiitdignts 
at  an  expense  of  from  #11  to  $1*  pet  light 
per  annum. -£ie  lights  to  burn, all  night, 
ft  was  also  proposed  t*»  light  Idoomlh-M 
avenue  from  the  mountain  to  the  Newark 
city  line  with  arc  lights.  Thu  Montclair 
Committee  were  desirous  of  conferring 
niph  tin-  Bloomfield  Committee  on  the 
Tnatter  Messrs.  Seibert  and  Jienson 
vvete  appointed  a  committee  to  meet  with 
them. 

Engineer  Reimei  presented  an  outline 
of  a  proposed  grade  map  of  lleaeh  street. 

Mr.  J.  C:'  Harvey,  of  'Hillside  avenue, 
came  before  the  committee  vvitli  a  com¬ 
plaint  nhout  the  flagstone  sidewalk  in 
front  of  his  place  This  gib-vance  of 
\t*-  lTtvcy^v’a  is  of  h-itg  standing  and  has 
caused  the  Sidewalk  Committee  eonsider- 
alde  arpoyance.  Mr.  Harvey  says  that 
the  stdfce  put  down  Is  not  of  the  proper 
thickness  which  it  is  claimed  should  be 
at  least  two  inches  thiefc^  Some  of  tr.e 
broken  stone  w  hen  measured  were  found 
to  be  only  an  inch  and  a  ipiartur.  These 
were  taken  hut  and  new  ones  put  in.  Mr. 

Hatvey  claims- that  the  balance  should 
be  taken  up  and  new  ones  of  Abe  proper 
thlakness  put  down.  Mr  Cook  asked  Mr. 

Harvey  why  he  did  not  make  this  objec¬ 
tion  before  he  paid  for  the  walk.  Mr. 

Harvey  replied  that  he  took  it  for  granted 
that  the  job  had  been  done  according  to 
contract,  and  that  the  responsibility  rest¬ 
ed  with  the  committee.  Mr.  Benson  said 
Ihut  the  committee  could  not  stand  over 
the  contractor  and  see  that  every  ston^ 
put  down  was  of  the  requisite  thickneSk 
and  that  the  proper  aimuiut  of  sand  w  as 
put  under  each.  Such  work  properly  be¬ 
longed  to  u  sidewalk  inspector  ami  the 
town  has  no  em-li  official.  Mr.  Harvey 
thought  it  would  be  wise  to  employ  one.
